Ames, Mayor 0 “* Chic-Chic,” the bright actress is lixely to 
gy ea John le O. make a success in her new departure pro- 
fessionally. Both the well-known librettist 
and equally well-known composer producing 
the opera have eviden worked with a re- 
gard to Jarbeau’s s gifts, and if she 
gathers about her as good a company as may 
reasonably be expected she is unlikely to re- 
gret her independent step. The idea of plac- 
ing the scene of the play on an island of the 
Southern Pacific is certainly an admirable 
one, allowing as it does abundant opportunity 
for novel effect and situation. The field is 
one as untrodden as was that of Japan before 
“The Mikado,“ with chances for combine- 
tions almost as droll and striking. 

The plot of ‘*Chic-Chic,’”” like that of most 
comic operas, is simple enough. Without re- 
ferring to details, 1t may be said briefly 
that a French brig under command of Lieut.

THE SPRINGFIELD PRINTING COMBINE. 

These are hard times for ring plunderers. 
The Cook County boodlers have been brought 
to grief, the City-Hall machine has *col- 
lapsed like the one-horse shay, and the trye 
inwardness of the Springfield printing com- 
} bine has been brought to light. Of these 
three the last 1s at once the least and the 
greatest. The actual steal, even if the 
scheme had gone through just as planned, 
would have been comparatively small; but 
the entire State is the victim, and not merely 
one coynty or one city. That is not all. Our 
local 
They are bummers from Bummerville. But 
the Springfield combine has brought disgrace 
upon journalism and the art of printing. 
Individual editors, newspapers, and job of- 
fices have gone into pools for robbery before 
now, but we recall no precedent for the 
spectacie presented by the exposure at the 
State Capital. Every newspaper and job of- 
fice of any account in that city was in the 
deal. There are honorable gentlemen in 
Spring field well known to the profession who 


tion includes former managers of the two 
leading papers, who are well known through- 
out the State and whose exoneration should 
be distinctly recognized. But the press of 
our State Capital stands pilioried as leagued 
in @ conapiracy to rob the te Treasury. 
That is the plain Saxoti of the facts dis- 
closed. ; 

There is a good deal of State printing 
which could be as well done in one piace as 
in another, but during the sessions of the 
General Assembly a large amount of work 
has to be done at the Capital, and the State 
must either depend upon local printing es- 
tablishments, or, hke the General Govern- 
ment, run an office of its own. The latter 
would not pay, and ought not to be neces- 
sary; but even that system would be prefer- 
able to tame submission to robbery. The 
plan of the looters was simply this:. All form 
a partnership and put in only one bona-fide 
bid. It was as if the entire press of Chi- 
cago should combine to make the city and 
county pay two or three prices for the print- 
ing and publishing required by law. There 
is not a county, we believe, in Liligois without 
its newspaper, and under the statutes there 
is, in the aggregate, a large amount of such 
printing and publishing to be done through- 
out the State. If the plot of the Springfield 
ring had gone through successfully this 
method of ropbery might have become con- 
tagious. If, on the other hand, the exposure 
made is followed by all the penalties possi- 
ble under the law a wholesome warning will 
be the result. Viewed in both its direct and 
its coliateral lights the matter is too impor- 
tant to be passed over leniently by either the 
Legislature, the press, or the grand jury of 
Sangamon County, where the crime was 
committed.

Visions so as to make them as harsh as possi- 
ble to shippers. General Manager McLeod of 
the Reading Company disclosed this purpose 
rather plainly when he says his company will 
obey the law strictly“; that he anticipates 
“largely increased earnings.“ and predicts 
that under the new system the farmer of 
Pennsylvania will be made the equal com- 
petitor of the Western farmer, the former 
having been hitherto squeezed out by the 
low rates given the Western farmer.” In 
other words, there is to be no reduction to 
farmers of either class, but rates will be 
raised on those living in the West so as to 
crowd them out of the market, and the East- 
ern farmers may in this way well enjoy the 
personal satisfaction that freight charges 
have been raised on their Western brethren 
to the point of impoverishment. 

There are several obstacles in the way of 
carrying out the program now arranged. 
Railroad officials can easily get together and 
agree to shove up long-haul rates, but the ex- 
ecution of such a compact is quite another 
matter. Long hauls are between competing 
points, and now that pools are abolished the 
road that considers itself getting less than a 
fair share of the business will be sure to cut 
the rate regardless of any unenforcéable 
agreements to thecontrary. Then, too, ship- 
pers can pool their issues now and divert 
vast quantities of freight to the tine giving 
the best terms. Heretofore shippers could 
not accomplish anything in this way, since 
tlie earnings were divided according to a 
fixed percentage, whether one line or an- 
other carried the freight. All this is re- 
versed now, and inside of ninety days the 
released forces of competition will compel 
sweeping reductions of the high tariffs on 
long hauls. Then, teo, in advancing rates 
previousiy made and maintained the roads 
must run the gantlet of the National Com- 
mission and the United States courts, with 
every presumption against them and a cer- 
tainty that the unjust exactions will be cut 
off by legalauthority. The officials who have 
been so eager to push up rates will better ap- 
pteciate the full scope of the Inter-State act 
six months hence than they do now. 

The inevitable reduction of rates and adj ust- 
ment of tariffs on a competitive basis willi not 
ruin the carriers or compei them to abandon 
either local or through business. If the 
competition for through traffic compels them 
toreduce local charges it will greatly stimu- 
late business, develop insignificant way sta- 
tions into flourishing towns, and enable the 
roads to load cars that now run empty or 
half-filled, and thus increase the volume of 
business with comparatively little addition- 
al expense. Within the last year the so- 
called war of the transcontinental lines 
caused their charges to be cut 50 and in some 
instances 75 per cent, but the business of the 
Pacific coast was so greatly stimulated and 
the traffic so quickly doubled and quadrupled 
that the low tariffs paid the roads better 
than the old exorbitant rates. Other roads 
can haye the same experience. The new 
law will save them great sums spent in 
maintaining pools, paying commissions, dead- 
heading passengers, and supporting innumer- 
able parasites and leeches, and they can ar- 
ford to give the paying public better rates 
and thus swell the source of their own pros- 
perity. The roads must share their pros 
perity with their patrons instead of looking 
for “largely increased earnings.” The 
transportation question will continue to pro- 
vone bitter controversy and repressive legis- 
latinn so long as corporations exercising the 
right of eminent domain, endowed with 
special privileges, and essentially monopolistic 
in their nature are permitted to tax the com- 
merce of the country for excessive profits.

Shali the government of this eity, with all 
the machinery for raising and handling pub- 
lic money, go into the hands of the Social- 
ists? That is the one practical side of the pend- 
ing campaign. There is absolutely nothing 
else at stake or worth considering. Party 
lines, for the present, simply do not exist. 

If the present issue had been foreseen the 
Democrats might with propriety have asked 
for some representation on the law and order 
ticket, but with the election only two days 
away it would be madness to talk of any re- 
construction of the ticket, and to the credit 
of the Democracy it should be added that 
there is no higgling over that point, 

Harrison has a certain following of person- 
al henchmen in joining the ranks of the So- 
cialists and enlisting under the red flag, but 
those who are not willing to shoulder their 
muskets to fight for Anarchy are. accepting 
the situation without demanding any parti- 4 
san concessions, They would vote the Dem- 
ocratic ticket if there were one in the field, 
but as between Republicanism and Socialism 
they are unhesitatingly in favor of the former. 

The danger does not lie 60 much in the di- 
rection of defection as of apathy. The thugs 
and dupes who are in any danger of being 
led over into the Socialistic camp are not 
amenable to reason. 

There is another large and conservative 
element, and that element probably holds the 
balance of power. We have no fear that 
they will actively support the Nelson ticket, 
but they may elect it by staying at home. 

If Nelson should be elected he will have the 
stay-at-home Democracy to thank for it. The 
Socialists and the Harrisonian riff-raff cannot 
elect him unless the respectable and tax- 
paying element of the Democracy consents 
thereto. : 

And by the term “ Harrisonian ” we do 
not mean the men who have always been his 
supporters and who wanted him to run again, 
but the remnant who follow him in his pres- 
ent degradation. A good many prominent 
citizens were known to be Harrison men 
while he was a Democrat, not one of whom 
has gone with him into the camp of the com- 
monenemy.

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A PROPOSITION MADE YESTERDAY TO 
MAYOR HARRISON. | 


If the Mayor Will Come Out Boldly for 
Nelson He May Be Nelson’s Confidential 
Adviser and May Be Controller if He 
Wishes—Nelson to Insist on Bonfield's 


Immediate Discharge—Other Features 
of the Trade. 

The Socialist leaders are not devoid of po- 
litical sagacity, as was evidenced yesterday 
when Charles G. ‘Dixon, George Schilling, 
and William Detweiler called on the Mayor 
with distinct propositions fora trade if he 
would consent to support the Socialist ticket. 
The offer to the Mayor was to make him City 
Controller and the confidential adviser of 
Nelson in the event of the latter’s election, 
The Mayor detailed the circumstances of the 
several interviews himself, all of them be- 
ing held at different times. Detweiler 
was the first caller, according to the Mayor’s 


account. His visit was ostensibly on city’ 


business, as the Star, Detweiler’s paper, has 
the contract for the city printing. Detweil- 
er's mission was that of a feeler.“ He had 
been charged with the duty of surveying the 
ground and reporting to those behind him

Ahe second 
proposition was quite favorably re- 
ceived, and practically agreed to, 
as the Mayor said he would remain 
in the city for two months yet, and would 
give Nelson the benefit of his advice: He 
su ted, however, that he did not think 
Nelson was going to be elected, and doub 
if his services would 
tion. The third proposition the Mayor pro- 
nounces a deliberate lie, and said nothing of 
the kind was referred to in his conversations 
with the Socialists. 

The reservations on the part of Nelson, the 
Mayor said, were that Bonfield was to be re- 
moved at once, that appointment® were to be 
made in cases where removals were made 
for “cause,” and that he (Nelson) was to 
judge of the sufficiency of the cause. The 
tes cause iu all cases undoubtedly meant that 
City-Hall empioyés who vote for Roche will 
have given sufficient cause for removal. The 
points given above cover substantially the 
Conversation of the Mayor. He does not 
say the ropositions were rejected— 
in fact, eclines to commit mself. 
His statement, most emphatically made some- 
what later, however, would indicate that he 
still retains a portion of his senses..

service in many of the departments of Gov- 
ernment and did not know of any better 
place to tind capable men than those trained 
up through the experience of the last eight 
years. 

THE DIFFERENCB. 

Mr. Koche was asked if he had seen the 
interview published where Mr. Nelson de- 
fined himself on the red flag as follows: 

I happened to be passing a Catholic church the 
other day when a procession of little children 
came-out from some festival, carrying their ban- 
ners and symbols, and singing songs.

Russian Generals Who Prefer an American 
Rifle to the Magazine Contrivance. 
Lonpon, April 2.—[Special Cable.]—A dis- 
patch from St. Petersburg says Gens. Drago- 
miroff and Shebecheff, the former of whom- 


itary matters, have both published an article 
against the alleged advantages of the adop- 
tion of a magazine repeating rifle. Gen. 
Dragomuroff is certain that the present arm- 
ing of European troops with magazine weap- 
ons is due solely to the force of invitation 
and example set by the inordinate mulitar 
rivalry which exists between France an 
Germany, not only in the matter of rifles but

Part of a Russian Intrigue. 

Lonpon, April 2.—The Times publishes a 
dispatch from Sophia, which says the attempt 
made at Rustchuk yesterday by three Bulga 
rian refugees to ate Prefect of 
Bucharest was partof a cowardly Russian 
intrigue. The Prefect’s name is Mantoff. At 
the time of the attack he was walking with a 
man named Jacobson, who is a man at- 
tached to the Russian Consulate at Rustchuk. 
Jacobson had for a long time been engaged in 
an attempt to bribe toff with large sums 
of money. He had induced the Prefect to go 
to Bucharest with him to see M. Hitrovo, the 
Russian Minister at Roumania. Suspicions 
being aroused that he would not accede te. 
their wishes.and would betray their secrets, 
they decided to have removed. The re- 
sult was the attempt to nate him, which, 
as yesterday’s dispatches stated, resulted in 


two of the three Bulgarians who attacked

The latter, how- 
ever, would prefer to secure control of the 
line from Terre Haute to Evansville, in order 
to be able to enter into a traffic ent 
with the Louisville & Nashville, and thus be 
able to more actively compete tor Southern 
through traffic than has been the case hereto- 
fore. The capital stock of the Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois is $8,000,000. The price 
paid for the stock by the new syndicate 
is said to be $1.10 share. Mr. H. H. Por- 
ter, itis 21 ted, will be the President of the 
company d the active manager. Mr. Por- 
ter is one of * ablest and most experienced 
managers in the country, and with 
his push and energy will no doubt succeed in 
making the Chicago & Eastern IIlinois Rail- 
road one of the most important lines out of

A FORTIFIED CATHEDRAL. 


Progress of Roman Catholic Missionary 
Work in China. 

An announcement appeared recently in the 
Call of the intended departure of the Rev. 
Father Gregorio Antonucci for China, and as 
the subject is one of considerable interest to 
many of our readers, perhaps a brief descrip- 
tion of the field to which the reverend father 
is about to return, and also a few pages from 
his own life, may not be out of place. 

Before Father Antonucci had decided on 
becoming a priest he passed through a course 


| of study in the Roman University, and in the 
year 1867 received his diploma as a civil en- | 


gineer, which profession he followed until 
1870, when he determined to enter the eccles- 


iastical state and studied theology for four 
years, and was ordained priest in 1874. 

The young priest selected Chinese mis- 
sion as a fieid for his work, and in the year 
after he was‘ordained he left for China, and 
spent six years in the nce of Chen Si, 
in the northern part of the Chinese Empire, 
near the great wall which forms tlie bound- 
ary between China proper and Tartary. 

This province contains 13,000,000 or 14,000,- 
000 inhabitants, of whom some 20,000 are said 
to be Christians. 2 

Recently the Propaganda determined to 
divide the province of Chen Si, and has 
asked Father Antonucci to take the position 
rior in the department of Han Chun, 
which contains a population of 5,000,000, with 
a little over 8,000 Christians. The depart- 
ment is divided into two districts, one con- 
taining eight cities and the other six. It is 
south of the Vicariate of Mgr. Pagnucci, 
a self-sacriticing Italian Bishop, whose for- 
tified residence must not be without 
some notice. It resembles more a fort than 
a Bishop’s palace, being surrounded by solid 
walls of masonry ten feet thick and twenty 
feet high, with a circumference of about half 
a mile. This protection is necessary, for at 
times insurrections occur among the inhab- 
itants of the surrounding country, and were 
there no protection against violence the mis- 
sion might be literally wiped out of extst- 
ence. ithin this spacious inclosure are 
the cathedral, the Bishop’s residence, the 
ecclesiastical seminary, a college, and an or- 
phan asylum. There are about 200 native 
Christians living there, with the Bishop, the 
Vicar-General, and three or four other priests, 
and also the teachers and servants. 

When the Propaganda made the division 
above noted, of course the question present- 
ed itself, Who was to e charge of 80 
important and densely populated a district? 
The Propaganda wrote to Father Antonucci, 
asking him to accept the appointment, which 
he has done. 

Next month he will leave here for Rome, to 
receive from the Propaganda explicit orders 
as to his movements in his new vicariate, 
after which he will proceed to France to con- 
sult with the heads of the Congregation of 
the Propagation of the Faith on matters con- 
nected with the Chinese mission work, and 
then he will return to San Francisco and sail 
from here direct to China. 

He will have with him eight Italian and 
three Chinese priests, and will commence to 
erect new churches, a seminary, an orphan 
asylum, and schools.—San Francisco Call.

WHY SOME MEN DO NOT LIKE TO RUN 
| FOR OFFICE. 


Eternally Dogged and Badgered by Gangs 
of Political Strikers Who Insist on 
Having Money for the Boys An Inci- 
dent in Hoxie’s Race in the First Dis- 
trict—Judge Altgeld’s Experience—A 
Bottomless Pit for the Candidate's 
Money. 

„J think I understand,” said a public man 
whose name is a household word in Chicago, 

“‘ why that Democratic Committee of Fifty 


went begging so long for a candidate for the 


Mayoralty.” 

“And why, pray? The public believes 
that no decent Democrat wanted to lead 
a forlorn hope,” suggested the TuInUxx re- 
porter. 

“Right you are, in one sense. But 
there are other reasons. Did you ever 
happen to learn or know the penalties of 
officeseeking in a city like Chicago? Do you 


know what it means to allow your name to’ 
be used at all? Well it costs vou $5 or 


$10 the very morning the papers come out 
with the suggestion that you are an availa- 
ble candidate. If you don’t instantly repudi- 
ate such a suggestion you are set upon bya 
lot of committeemen, ward-workers, profes- 
sional primary delegates, and perhaps one or 
two representatives, sent by the ‘boys’ to 
size up your gait. Mind, the ‘boys’ are not 
just then nosing into your pocketbook; they 
already know all about that, but they are 
want to know 
if you frequent saloons yourself, if you spend 
money in them, and how you feel about see- 
ing the boys have a good time. They want 
to learn whether you are a ‘gentleman’ or 
a ‘chump.’ Their idea of a ‘chump’ isa 
man who is n. g.—a man who never goes into 
a oon, or, if he does, goes in 
at somebody else’s expense. If they 
size you up as a ‘gentleman,’ so 8 then 
they ay out one plan campaign. If you 
should be declared a ‘¢hump,’ their method 
is plam and easy. 17 simply organize a 
gang Of ‘strikers’ to ‘lift the flap of your 
ke fora ‘fiver’ every morning to win the 
avor of a certain clique of ‘ boys’ in sucha 
precinct of sucha ward. That is the cheap 
form of bleeding a candidate, and it is usu- 
ally worked by beats of the lower order upon 
the novitiate in politics. No gets caught 
on that but the very green. Hence the de- 
sire to size up the candidate in advance. 
The candidate of keener edge and better- 
tempered metal has to be baited with pict- 
ures of himself and with fulsome col- 
umns of praise in some cheap weekly 
publication. This candidate in a fool mo- 
ment has said that he would accept the flat- 
tering tender of his fellow-citizens’ regard, 
and has been called to the platform of the 
convention for a speech. e is nominated. 
As he leaves the convention hall the first 
striker is a bootblack who wants 10 cents for 
his work. Before the boots are shined a 
cluster of admirers gather, and the ruddiest 
of them are most profuse in congratulations 
andthe most directin their inclination to- 
wards the bar. The victim does not know a 
soul of the gang surrounding hm. He looks 
at them, makes mental note that they have 
tremendous and are mighty familiar on 
quaintance, but finally the big- 
reddest-faced of the crowd 
out and says, Come in, 
Jim [nobody ever called him Jim — 
I knowea when I seen Jim Mahoney lift 
his gavel that he had the votes. We was all 
a howlin fur ye, and Denny Marks in the 
Eighth Ward delegation whispered to me 
that we'd got it fur ye. I knowed it, an’ I’m 
darn glad, man. Give us yer han.“ Wrat’ll 
ye have? Here, Teddy,’ Mike—all av yez; 
come up; what’:l ye bave! This is Muster 
, just nominated for Patsey Dowley’s 
22 Yell all vote for him, of course. 
es, @ good man, Jim, an' I loike you. Ye’ll 
have— well, I can promise at least 600 majori- 
ty in my ward—that’s in the Tinth.“ 
„Our poor candidate listens to this. He 
doesn’t know one of his entertainers, but he 
that comes in for the next 
ten minutes invited up to drink. When the 
score comes to be settled be is coolly told that 
his bill is $9.45. He wonders what me of 
the gentleman who had done all the inviting 
and talking, and introducing ot himself, but 
that ntleman had di 


not run for office in these days, unless, being 
rich, they are determined te have it. No 
Democrat that is available is going to accept 
a nomination for the Mayoralty, which he 
must know means only defeat, if he feels 
that he is going to be bled at every turn. 
“The rich candidate of whatever party is 
the ward strikers’ prey. The rich candidate 


had better never have been born than allow 


his name to be used in a nominating conven- 
tion.

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A NEW TELEPHONE.

Alleged to Be the Most Perfect Apparatus 


Pet Produced. 


I was invited to be present today at some 


telephone experiments between Paris and 
Brussels with a new apparatus known as the 


of France and Belgium, produced a 
lively impression on those present, and 1 
believe the new apparatus to be the most 
perfect yet produced. 

As its name indicates, it has the form of an 
ordinary electric push-button. When the 
button has been pushed in, and has made a 
sound at the other extremity, it is taken out 
and is found to be attached to a long electric 
wire, There is thus exposed the telephonic 
plate, which is extremely sensitive, so that 
where it is necessary to speak at short dis- 
tances it is not necessary to come close to 
the instrument. For communications in the 
same street, or the same house, the operator 
places the upper part near himself, and with- 
out changing his tion he can speak with 
the correspondent at thé opposit extremity. 
He is not obliged to put his ear to the part 
which contains the button and brings back 
the reply. Thus for short distances those 
who make use of this apparatus speak in 
their e- tone without changing their 
customary attitudes. They may sit or’walk 
about, and speak just as if those they were 
addressing were present. When great dis- 


tances intervene, asin the experiments per- 


formed today, in which the speakers and 
hearers were separated by 200 miles, it is
